WANT UNION LABEL 
ON ALL BLANKS 


A novel proposition has been made 
to the state of Wisconsin by the State 
Federation of Labor, which proposes 
to pay for the printing done on ques­ 
tion blanks which are sent out 
to 
union men, provided the union label 
be placed upon these blanks. 
State 
Labor Commissioner J. I). Beck met 
the executive board of the federation 
Tuesday at Milwaukee. 
The desire of union men through­ 
out the state was explained to him 
and- he informed the members of the 
board that under the present arrange­ 
ment the printing was done by con­ 
tract with the 
Madison 
Democrat 
Printing company, a non-union firm. 
Following this statement the board 
voted to pay for the printing of the 
blanks if' Mr. Beck could arrange to 
have them printed in a union shop. 
It was decided to urge all union 
men in the stale to make complete 
detailed reports of all accidents to 
Dr. F5. A. Harper of Madison, mem­ 
ber of the state board of vital statis­ 
tics. 
The laws requiring all physi­ 
cians in the state to forward these 
reports arc not observed generally’ 
and it is felt that the interests of the 
labor class can best be served by hav­ 
ing in the hands of the hoard com­ 
plete statistics of the accidents due 
to the use of machinery and in other 
industrial pursuits.
